The gig is up for. the mysterious Mr. K 


The Dutch government has halted the promotion 


stocks by the notorious convicted Montréal fraudster, 
Irving Kott, or ‘‘Mr. K’’ as he was known in McGill’s 
Micro-biology department. The stocks under investiga- 
tion in Holland are part of a huge stock fraud that 


began here at McGill.

Kott financed and promoted 
stock in the controversial inven- 
tion patented by former.’ Chair- 


man of McGill Microbiology, 


Irving DeVoe and professor 
Bruce Holbein. The 
DeVoe/ Holbein affair became a 
centre of controversy last year 
when the Daily and the Mon- 
tréal Gazette revealed DeVoe 


. and Holbein were contravening 


University, rules with the ap- 


parent knowledge of the McGill 


administration. 

Devoe and Holbein jeopar- 
dized the academic future of 
Microbiology graduate 
students, hired their own 
relatives to work in their 
laboratories on government 
research grants, and surrounded 
their academic affairs by 
secrecy while Kott financed 
their project. 

McGill’s name appears 
throughout promotional 
material used to sell the stock 


overseas. The, story . of how 


‘*McGill was used to promote a 


f stock fraud’’ ‘appeared on the 


front page of the Wall Street 
Journal last April.

Kott directed DeVoe and 
Holbein to establish a number 
of off-shore companies to 
develop the invention the pro- 


- fessors dubbed ‘*Merlin’’ claim- 


ing it could make millions 
retrieving precious metals from 
liquids. 

The professors’ invention 
hasn’t produced the giant pro- 
fits they promised but the Kott- 
coordinated European share 
sales have, up till now, been 
tremendously successful. Using 
the lax Dutch securities legisla- 
tion, Kott set-up over-the- 
counter stock sales in Amster- 
dam. Working from purchased 
‘“‘suckers lists’? of gullible in- 
vestors, the salesman sent in- 
vestment letters to their targets 
and followed-up with phone

Concordia gets contaminated

Cafeteria trays used in 
bacteria and radiation research 
are’ back in circulation at Con- 
cordia University, after 
cafeteria workers in-, 
discriminately swept the 
downtown campus for any 
wayward trays. 

The workers took trays from 
areas marked ‘authorized. per- 
sonnel only’’ and from at least 
one room with a radioactive 
warning sticker on the door. 

One Concorida researcher, 
who asked his name not be us- 
ed, said the trays, which 
students are now eating off, 
were being used for ‘‘drug 
research, in labs where radioac- 
tive chemicals were in use, and 
biochemistry labs that were us- 
ing them for mutating cultures 


on,”’ 
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.Kott and 


DeVoe and Holbein must 
have been assisted . by in- 
dividuals high up in the McGill 
administration in getting 
‘around regulations for their un- 
Brecedented practices. Leo

“They use them not only for 
radioactive things but they 
could also be used for car- 
cinogens...and a lot of plastic 
soluble substances..,that 
become part of the tray,” the 
researcher said.

On Monday, Charles Carr, a 
member of Montréal AIDS 
Resource Center (MARC) Arms 
spoke to Gays and Lesbians of 
McGill (GALOM) both to up- 
date information on AIDS, and 
to publicise what his group is 
doing to support victims of the 
deadly disease. 

MARC Arms was founded 
six months ago to help gay vic- 


‘tims of AIDS. MARC Arms, 


presently composed of ten peo- 
ple, specializes in providing pro- 
fessional and moral support 
through visits to patients and 
encouraging family participa- 
tion. #5 : 

MARC Arms services are 
referred to patients by doctors 
who feel they might : benefit 
from the group’s work. 

After quoting Bruce Hall, an 
AIDS victim from New York — 


- AIDS changed my life like a 


blinding flash,..it’s a question 


of living and adapting.”

AIDS itself is not 


fatal, but the virus leads to a 


complete breakdown of the im- 


mune system, leaving the body 
with no resistance to the 
onslaught of infection and 
disease. 

Of 400 randomly picked gay 
men in Montréal, it was deter- 
mined that 28 per cent carried 
the. antibodies for AIDS. 
However, Carr quickly pointed 
out that the presence of these 
antibodies did not. necessarily 
mean the men would develop 
AIDS, it only meant they had 
come into contact with the 
virus. 


There “are four high risk 


groups, haemophiliacs, intra 
venous drug users, gay men, 
and Haitians. The virus has 
been proven to be transmitted 
by semen and blood. This ex- 
plains the susceptibility of the 


first three groups. Why Hai- 


tians are a high risk group re- 
mains unanswered. Another 
question puzzling scientists is 
why the incidence of AIDS in 
women is so small. Only 11 
cases have been diagnosed in 
Canada,

The decision to deny an advertiser the right to advertise 
in the pages of a paper is a conscious one, taken with full 
understanding of both the action and the meaning. 

The McGill Daily, like the majority of student 
newspapers in Canada does have an active boycott policy. 
This is, however, taken into account by the Canadian | 
University Press’ national advertising agency, Campus Plus. 
Each paper places advertisers it boycotts on a list known as 
an ‘‘appendix B’’. Therefore, the Daily is never sent adver- 
tising for the Department of National Defense, Bank of 
Montreal, Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce, Royal 
Bank, Scotiabank; DeBeers, Alcan and several others. 

These companies all fall within the purview of the Daily's 
committment not to print advertising which is overtly sex- 
ist, racist or homophobic or.arising from a source which is 
considered offensive. In the latter category fall banks which 
make loans for the purpose of investment in South Africa, 
firms practicing institutional sexist, racist or homophobic 
hiring and/or operating practices and firms contributing to 
the rise of militarism. a 

Any staff member of the Daily may initiate a boycott by 
obtaining a simple majority of votes in favour of such ac- 
tion at a quorate staff meeting. | | 

The Daily believes boycotts are an effective method of 
registering disagreement over. practices or content. 

However, we do not believe that our advertising boycott 
will bring down the Pretoria government or send the x 
Department of National Defense reeling back in mortal ter- 
ror. Our boycotts are only a portion of national campaigns 
, and are complemented by our coverage of issues such as 
“‘divestment from companies with holdings in South Africa. : 

Ads which are turned down on the grounds of content 
are most often sexist or racist. Women or people of colour 
are portrayed in the most typical poses — a woman being 
placed solely in the role of sex object or a black wo/man in 
a position of subservience to the nearest white wo/man. 
Again these are issues which are also examined in the pages 
of the newspaper. 

At Canadian University Press national conferences the 
issue of boycotts is constantly recurring one. Each year 
newspapers affirm the need to continue firm boycott 
policies, - 

Last year, the Muse, the newspaper at Memorial Univer- . 
sity in Newfoundland wrote, ‘‘Boycotts are designed to 
harm their targets by depriving them of resources. In most 
cases these resources are the funds gained from sales”. We 
realize that, by itself, our ad boycott is ineffective. 
However, other student newspapers in the country, and 
some magazines, follow the same policy. A widespread 
boycott, plus publishing information on why organizations 
are boycotted, will hopefully have some effect.”’

January 20 marks the twelfth anniversary of the landmark 
U.S. Supreme Court Decision legalising abortion on demand. In the 
last month, four abortion clinics in the U.S. have been bombed. Cir- 
culars have been sent to all Canadian abortion clinics warning them 


oflpotential damage this Sunday.

In 1973, the U.S. Supreme. Court 
legalised abortions if performed by a 
licensed physician during the first three 
weeks of pregnancy. Abortion was 
decriminalised in Canada in 1969, that is 

only women whose life or health is in 
danger can have an abortion. Canadian 
laws have remained: the same despite 
considerable pressure to change from 
both pro-choice and anti-abortion 
forces. 

Since an organised North American 
pro-life movement was born in 1980, the 
pro-life movement in Canada has used 
the same tactics as their counterpart in 
the U.S.. The founder of Pro-Life, 
Joseph Scheidler, recommends ‘techni- 
ques such as picketting and protesting 
clinics as well as harrassing both doctors 
and patients in order to try and close . 
clinics. 

Next month, Scheidlers’ 415 page 
book, ‘‘CLOSED: 99 Ways To Shut 
Down The Abortion Industry’? will be 
on the stands in the U.S.. One of the: 
techniques it recommends is picketting 
the homes of doctors and printing em- 
barassing information about them. In 
the January 14 issue of Newsweek 
Scheidler states he does not loose any 
sleep over the bombings of clinics and 
speaks of the bombers he has talked to 
as ‘generally very thoughtful people 
who feel very keenly that these clinics 
are death camps.’ 

Judy Redick, President of the Ontario 
Coalition for Abortion Clinics, works 
closely with the Toronto Morgentaler 
Clinic set up in 1983. ‘‘We have a lot to 
fear from the fanatics who picket out- : 
side the clinic,’’ she said. 

Every day individuals: spend. hours 
outside the Toronto clinic armed with 
signs verbally abusing all those who 
come and go through its doors. Harrass- 
ment has reached such proportions that 
all patients are provided with escorts to

‘Oh yeah, it’s strange. The majority 
out there are men. Sometimes there are 
only two women with them. They have 
centred their lives around this, it’s all

The recent bombings of Florida abor- 
tion clinics brings the number of bomb- 
ings of clinics and planned parenthood 
centres in the United States to thirty. In 
response to this growing violence, abor- 
tion centres across the country have: 
received warnings from police to take 
extra safety precautions on January 
20th. 

- Another more sophisticated method 
of protest was started up by the pro-life 
group and their political arm . lobby 
group, Campaign Life Canada, over the 
Christmas holidays. Catholic schools are 
now giving each child in the class two 
cards. On them is the question. Are you 
pro-life? The children must take these 
home to their parents for signatures. 
‘This is just plain intimidation. 
Teachers will know exactly whose 
parents don’t sign the cards,’’ Redick 
said. = 

Those of junior high school and high 
school age are also given the cards which 
they must sign themselves. ‘‘I find it 
disgusting- the way they are 
maniplulating young kids who are in no 
position to make a decision,”’ she said. 

In one Ontario Catholic high school, a 
student who thought abortion was 
justified if a 14 year old, like herself, 
had been raped was told by a teacher, 
‘So you would put one crime on top of 
another — first of all the rape, then you 
would commit murder.”’ 

Catholic priests will also be 
distributing. the same cards in their 
parishes. ‘‘There is tremendous social 
pressure to give in,”’ said Redick. . 

Recent trends in pro-life tactics have 
the Montréal Morgentaler clinic worried 
as well. | 

‘*We had all the same trouble before 
in 1976 when we set up the clinic. But 
after Morgentaler was aquitted three 
times everything quietened down, ’’ said 
a representative for the clinic. But 
now we don’t know what is going to 
happen. We have to be very careful.”’ 

Unlike in Canada, anti-abortion lob- 
bying inthe U.S. have had more success 
in influencing government policy. In 
1981, Congress eliminated Medicaid 
funding for abortions in cases of rape 
and incest. In 1983, Congress voted not 
to cover abortions in their own 
employees health insurance policies.

Although it is clear that the 
sale or rental of sexually explicit 
material is forbidden to minors, 
enforcement within the video in- 
dustry has been slack. It isn't 
very difficult for someone under 
18 years of age to rent an “adult” 
video cassette in Montréal.

plicit packaging of cassettes in. 


video clubs is ambiguously 
regulated at best. The Montréal 
Urban Community has a so- call- 
ed “five foot” law which states 
that pornographic magazines 
can only be displayed at or above 
a height of five feet. It remains : 
unanswered if this bylaw can be 
applied to video packaging. 
Some video outlets have covered 
up sexually explicit portions of 
video boxes, but for the most 
part, obscene and sexually sug- 
gestive material remains in plain 
view of young children and 
adolescents. | 

Until regulations are ad- 
ministered and enforced the bat- 
tle against the industry will re- 
main futile, Even after the legal 
system has ironed out the 
technicalities involved there will 
be no true victory accomplished. 
In the end result, video will serve 
to dignify pornography by pro- 
viding a clean and tidy medium 
for receiving-a twisted and con- :

mythological support. It is not true that these . 


women provoke the beatings. They are often 
dragged from their beds for a beating when the 
men who live with thm arrive home angry over 
something. It is not true that these women are 
masochists. They are women who are resigned to 
the “realistic” hopelessness of their situation. It is 
not true that these are rare individual occurences 
traceable to the particular men and women in- 
volved. It is a widespread social problem. It is 
not true alcohol causes it. It excuses it. It is up to 
the man to take responsibility for his violent ex- 
pression. It is up to the woman to take respon- 
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sibility for accepting the role of victim, although 
I hope as I have shown, she is to a very effective 
degree, just...that. 

There are three other symbols that need to 
flash before our eyes. The first is the dollar sign 
representing .the economic: subordination and 
subsequent encouraged dependence of women 
on men in society. The second is a picture of a 
baby. This symbol represents the responsibility 
of child care that is given to women. 

The third symbol is a heart. Big and red and 
palpitating. This represents how stories of pas- 
sionate romance and marriage are aimed at 
women as their ultimate goal, whereas for a man 
it is his public life. What?! Even romance... 
especially romance... the propagandists’ social 
control mode? Think of love. What is love? 
Romance as given in contemporary format is, 
like coke and Calvin Klein jeans in the media, 
another fantasy machine-insult to.life, And it is 
aimed at women, I am personally as offended by 
Harlequin Romance as by Hustler. 

Fine. What is, is. But what can we do? First of 
all, protect yourself. Know what one of those 
relationships looks like. Possessiveness. Jealousy. 
Inclination to verbal abuse, Isolated individuals. 
A man who does not have any or many other 
close connections, A woman who does not have 
any or many. other close connections. If there is 
verbal abuse — watch it. If there is a slap, push

shelters for battered women, 

Another option is graffiti — complain & 
create, all with a mind to simply raise public 
awareness and debate. I have seen magic marker 
responses on newspaper boxes saying: “EX- 
PLOITS VIOLENCE AND WOMEN", I have 
secn “PORNOGRAPHY. HURTS" written on 
video outlets and bus shelters. I have seen magic 
marker reponses written on blank white stickers 
on subway ads: “SANTA'S MERRY LITTLE 
ORNAMENTS,” “MEDIA 
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PASSE

tising learning the art of complaining. It takes 
confidence, craziness and not taking yourself too 
seriously.
